nel of rocks that run perpendicular from the 
water's edge. to the height of over one hun­ 
dred and twenty fort.

Iii the Shawangunk mountains, a short dis­ 
tance from this sane* village, there is another 
beautiful mountain falls, Ute water of which 
comes from such a height as to make St a wide­ 
spread sheet of foam liefore it reaches the 
rocks indow. 
It much resembles a lacs veil. 
A picnic party of eleven momtRT* named this 
falls by spoiling the nullifier of their party 
backwards, thus giving it the euphonious name 
of Nevelo Falls. 
One of the most noted Ellen­ 
ville resorts, the Buttermilk Falls, has been 
•wallowed up by tin* reservoir of tin* water 
works. 
It now adds a new grace by sending 
up its showers from the fountain in tie*square. 
After the visitor lias drank of th** beauties 
of cascades until lie grows wearisome, let him 
wander in the Shawangunk* and lie will find 
a feast for his sight in the Is autiful valley 
spread out beneath him. 
The scenery from 
Katrin**’* Nose, and Jacob's Ladder, alares 
Port Ben, is certainly very flue, while one can 
dr.vo along tho mountain road above Ellen­ 
ville for three miles and view one of the finest 
landscapes iii the world. 
Follow this road 
until the summit of the mountain is reached, 
and after a short drive to the E 'st, one comes 
under the mountain ledge called Sam’s Point. 
Tin* Point Itself is not very striking, but the 
view is full as flue as can In* seen from Potts 
Point, Oveilook or the Catskill range.
